SENATOR LODG E ON T A R IFF.

W a s h in g t o n , April ll.—In the sen­ 
ate yesterday the bill introduced by 
Senator Feller for the improvement of 
public roads (a bill in the direction of 
the Coxey movement) was reported 
back adversely by Senator Kyle. 
Mr. Quay introduced a resolution 
(objection to the 
consideration 
of 
which was made by Senator Cockrell) 
th a t the senate should hold a session 
Saturday, April 21, from I o’clock to 
hear a committee of workingmen in 
opposition to the tariff bill. 
The W olcott resolution for the coin­ 
age of Mexican dollars a t United States 
m ints was laid before the senate. The 
resolution was agreed to. 
Senator Aldrich announced th at sen­ 
ators on the republican side were anx­ 
ious to proceed w ith the consideration 
of the tariff bill in an orderly manner, 
which would not interfere w ith the 
comfort of senators. 
“I would sug­ 
gest,” he w ent on, “th a t we are w ill­ 
ing, for a week a t least, th a t the sen­ 
ate shall meet at 12 o’clock each day 
and the tariff bill shall be taken up a t 
I o’clock and continue before the sen­ 
ate until 5 o'clock each day w ithout 
dilatory motions.” 
It was agreed th at the proposition 
should prevail until Monday n ex t 
The tariff bill was taken up and Mr. 
Lodge spoke in opposition to it, say­ 
ing in part: 
“If the American m anufacturer does' 
not make money it is quite certain 
th a t he will not employ labor, and 
therefore the workingmen will not 
make money either. 
Our m anufac­ 
turers believe th a t under free trade 
they m ust either go out of business or 
reduce labor costs. 
They naturally do 
nbt care to do the former, for th at is 
ruin, and they are very unw illing to 
try the latter, because reducing labor 
costs means lowering wages, which 
means in tu rn vast industrial disturb­ 
ances, and th a t is ruin, too, or some­ 
thing very near it.” 
T urning to agriculture, he inquired: 
“Has English agriculture been bene­ 
fited by free trade, as Cobden and 
others of his school predicted? It is a 
m atter of public notoriety th a t the 
record of agriculture in England of 
late years is little but a record of dis­ 
aster. ” 
There was nothing left then of the 
boasted superiority of free trade over 
protection, he declared, but the prom­ 
ise to increase trade, and to refute this 
claim he gave the percentage of in­ 
crease, by decades, of England and 
the 
United 
States, which showed 
th a t in the decade 1870-1880 the trade 
of the United States under protection 
had increased nearly four times as 
much as th at of England, while from 
18?0 to 1890 it was more than seven 
times greater. 
Senator Lodge touched lightly upon 
the question of reciprocity and showed 
the advantages which 
had flowed 
from it and the grow th of trade which 
followed the adoption of reciprocity 
treaties. 
In conclusion he said: 
“To m aintain high rates of wages 
and to give, if possible, the fullest 
scope for their increase I believe to be 
essential, because I believe good wages 
absolutely vital to the stability of our 
institutions and of our society. 
Pro­ 
tection in its widest aspect is some­ 
thing far more than a mere question of 
schedules or of national bookkeeping. 
It is an effort to defend by legislation 
our standards of living, just as the ex­ 
clusion of the Chinese and of contract 
labor was. 
The reductions of wages 
• thus far made are trifling to w hat will 
come if this becomes a law and men 
seek to adjust themselves to the new 
conditions.” 
A fter some unim portant business the 
senate w ent into executive session and 
adjourned.

Mr. Bryan (Neb.) 
took

floor, and, ostensibly speaking to the 
amendment, made a reply to the re­ 
cently published letter of Mr. Reed, 
addressed to Mr. C. L. B. Vaughan of 
Hutchinson, Ran., in which he criti­ 
cised Mr. Bryan for using in his 
speech made in Denver an extract 
from one of his (Reed's) Boston tariff 
speeches. 
Mr. 
Bryan characterized 
the speech as an appeal to sectional­ 
ism: an appeal to Ute selfishness of 
New Encrljud 
W h ile Mr. Reed told 


the west th a t all the states were 
equally interested in the preservation 
of the protective tariff he told Massa­ 
chusetts th at she was most interested. 
This was a rem arkable utterance 
from the leader of the republican 
party, the leader not only in the house 
but in the country. 
He wanted tjie 
country to know th at Mr. Reed, while 
he stood up for protection for the 
whole country in congress, in Massa­ 
chusetts held up the “ ignorance of the 
south” and 
“rapacious w est,” and 
pleaded for special privileges for New 
England. 
When Bryan had finished Mr Reed 
arose. 
The incident was of little con­ 
sequence, he said. 
No one here woula 
have placed a wrong construction on 
his speech. 
If, as a result of the 
passage 
of 
the Wilson bill, 
the 
eastern m anufactures were destroyed, 
when 
rebuilt 
they would 
move 
nearer 
the source of production. 
There was no doubt the course of em­ 
pire would continue to move west­ 
ward; but it should move westward 
w ithout carrying in its wake the ruin 
of the consumer as well as the m anu­ 
facturer. 
The republican doctrine of 
protection believed in no classes as did 
the doctrine of the Wilson bill. 
I t be­ 
lieved th at the American people should 
do the work.

W a s h in g t o n , April l l.—The condi­ 
tion of w inter w heat April I, as re­ 
ported by the statistician of the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture, averages 86.7 
per cent for the entire country, last 
year the average being 77.4. 
In 1892 
it was 81:2 and 96.9 for the year 1891. 
The corresponding average for rye is 
94.4 per cent. 
The average of wheat 
for the principal states is as follows: 
Kentucky, 83 per cent; Ohio, 90; 
Michigan, 83; Indiana, 90; Illinois, 87; 
Missouri, 88; Kansas, 72; Nebraska, 85; 
Iowa, 87. 
Little damage is reported 
from the Hessian fly , and th at only in 
sections of Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, 
Missouri and Kansas. 
The w eather 
from seeding time until recent cold 
waves swept over the country, except 
in cases hereafter noted, has been fa­ 
vorable to the grow th of the plant. 
In the eastern, northern, and north­ 
western states snow 
covering has 
afforded protection, in addition to 
th at of a mild temperature. 
The in- 
the President’s j jury to the crops from the recent cold 
veto 
message, j spell is considerable, if not great, but 
the comments of the correspondents 
would seem to indicate th a t the full 
extent 
of 
the 
damage 
was 
not 
fully determinable. 
In the eastern 
and 
northern 
states 
the 
dam­ 
age 
was 
comparatively 
slight. 
In the south Atlantic and southern 
states the damage is m arked and de­ 
cided, w ith perhaps the exception of 
Texas. 
While in the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Michigan and Kentucky the 
injury from frosting is considerable, 
the extent of some is contingent upon 
future meteorological conditions. 
In the states of Kansas, Nebraska 
and California the impaired condition 
of the crops has not resulted so much 
from the frost as from cold. 
Rain is 
much needed in those as well as other 
im portant wheat-producing states.

Unseasonable W eather H as a Serious E f­ 
fect on G row ing Grain. 


S p r i n g f i e l d , 
111., April ll.—The 
weekly crop bulletin issued by the 
Illinois W eather Service for the week 
ending April IO IO says: 
“The w eather conditions from March 
I to 24 were unusually favorable for 
farm work, and considerable progress 
was made in planting and seeding. 
Oats seeding had been almost com­ 
pleted 
and 
in 
many 
sections 
were 
up 
and 
looking 
well. 
W heat also was reported in 
fine 
condition u d to th at time, having come 
though the w inter in good shape; 
Crops were never in a more promising 
condition, until the severe cold wave 
of the 25th and 2oth which caused ser­ 
ious damage to all growing crops. 
The w heat has been damaged, but to 
w hat extent it is too early to te ll 
W armer w eather will greatly benefit 
all vegetation. Rye is reported in good 
condition. Potatoes were badly frozen 
in the ground and will have to be re­ 
planted. 
Garden truck was all killed. 
Earfy fruit, apples, peaches, pears and 
plums are reported killed and in some 
sections many of the young fruit trees 
are ruined. 
Late apples are thought 
to be safe. 
Smaller fruits, it is now 
thought, will make a full crop. 
From 
40 to 90 per cent of the younger clover 
is 
reported 
killed. 
Pastures 
and 
meadows have made little 
growth 
owing to cool w eather and lack of 
rain.” 


Storm in M innesota B eneficial. 
M in n e a p o l i s , Minn., April l l.—Di­ 
rector Beals of the federal agricul­ 
tural departm ent yesterday issued his 
weekly report on the crop outlook in 
this state: 
“The w eather conditions during the 
week ending Monday night on the 
whole were quite favorable through­ 
out the state for farm work until Sat­ 
urday, when a severe 
snow-storm 
began in the northern portion, which 
gradually spread throughout the south­ 
ern sections by Sunday morning. This 
storm, while damaging to some extent 
w inter wheat, rye, and a portion of the 
March sown spring wheat, will, with 
the further exception of delaying prog­ 
ress in seeding for a few days, have a 
beneficial effect upon the general re­ 
sults. 
A few days of warm, drying 
w eather is now needed to put the soil 
in good working condition. 


T ells th e 
Congretttilonal C om m ittee 
H ow th e Injunction W as Drawn. 
M ILW AUKEE, 
W is.. April 
l l . — EX- 
Senator John C. Spooner was the prin­ 
cipal witness before the Boatner in­ 
vestigating committee, 
which con­ 
cluded its work here yesterday. 
He 
adm itted th at he drew the famous 
strike order; th at he dictated most 
of the provisions in 
the petition 
on which the order was granted, 
and he contended th at as a merely 
legal m atter the injunction was per­ 
fectly proper. 
He did not put on it 
the harsh construction which is put 
on it by the labor leaders. 
From the 
testimony which has been introduced 
it is not probable Judge Jenkins will 
be impeached, but the committee may 
recommend th at congress pass laws 
which will prevent a recurrence of the 
issuance of injunctions of the charac­ 
ter of the one issued in this case. 
Grand M aster S. E. W ilkinson of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainm en,was 
the first witness called. He took his seat 
facing the chairman, and, after being 
sworn, deposed th a t he lived a t Gales­ 
burg, 111., and had beeen the chief ex­ 
ecutive of the brotherhood for ten 
years. 
The witness declared th a t a 
strike could 
be 
declared 
by the 
Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainm en 
only when a m ajority of the members 
so voted and when the action was ap­ 
proved by the chief executive. 
The 
brotherhood had not contemplated 
calling a strike among the Northern 
Pacific employes at the time of the is­ 
suance of the w rits by Judge Jenkins. 
“No strike was contem plated,” said 
Mr. Wilkinson. 
“The men believed 
the difficulty could be settled w ithout 
such action.” 
In response to inquires made by Mr. 
Terry, the witness said the railway 
men regarded their orders as most 
beneficial. “W ithout them they would 
be little better than serfs,” he said. 
John E. Wilson of Chicago, grand 
master of the Switchmen's Mutual 
Benefit association, then 
took Mr. 
Wilkinson’s place in the witness chair. 
He represents 20,000 switchmen. 
His 
association was made defendant in the 
injunction suit. 
As stated by the rep­ 
resentative of the trainmen, Mr. W ilson 
said th at he understood th at the in­ 
junction 
prevented 
the men from 
leaving the employ of the company. 
When Frank W. Arnold, grand sec­ 
retary of the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive Firemen, took the stand the com­ 
mittee began an examination for the 
purpose of finding out the character 
of the men belonging to the organiza­ 
tions, their views of the labor ques­ 
tion and their conduct during strikes. 
Mr. 
Curtis 
thereupon endeavored 
to 
show 
th at 
violence and de­ 
struction 
of 
property 
accom­ 
panied 
all 
strikes, 
and 
w ith 
the encouragem ent of the chief ex- j 
ecutives of the unions. Mr. Arnold 
held th at all the damage resulted from 
the employment of inexperienced men 
during the lockout. 
The committee 
asked questions showing th at it be­ 
lieved railw ay men are of necessity of 
more than average intelligence and of 
steady habits. 
Arnold’s answers cor­ 
roborated their previous impressions. 
Congressman Stone made a signifi­ 
cant statem ent 
“Of course,” said he, 
“while a law can not be passed com­ 
pelling a man to work against his will 
or for wages not acceptable to him, 
don’t you think a law could be passed 
providing for the arbitration of such 
disagreement?” 
Grand Chief Clark of the conductors’ 
organization, who was then on the 
stand, replied th at compulsory arbit­ 
ration before a fair board would be ac­ 
ceptable to labor. 
D. G. Ramsay, Grand Chief of the 
Order of Telegraphers, testified on the 
same lines, 
and 
then 
ex-Senator 
Spooner was called. 
In reply to a question by Mr. Terry 
Mr. Spooner made the following ex­ 
planation: 
“About T»ec. 12 I was asked by the 
receivers to come to S t Paul. 
There 
I met Mr. Oakes and General Manager 
Kendrick, and they informed me th at 
a notice of reduction of wages and a 
change of schedule had been given. 
Mr. Kendrick said the old schedules 


were complicated and unjust, and lie be­ 
lieved from reports of their secret ser­ 
vice agents and from the statem ents of 
the men th at a m ajority of the em­ 
ployes 
would 
acknowledge 
the 
necessity of a reduction, but th at there 
were a large num ber of men who were 
d is ^ tis tied and who threatened to dis­ 
able the engine and cars and also 
threatened to 
interfere w ith 
the 
men 
who 
wished 
to 
continue 
in the service of the road. 
He said 
there were many men who were loyal 
to the road, b u t’who were afraid they 
would be molested if a strike was or­ 
dered. 
I asked Mr. Kendrick if he 
had brought th at condition of affairs 
to the attention of the receivers. 
He 
said he had not and I advised him to 
do so. 
Ile prepared a statem ent show­ 
ing it and sent it to the receivers. 
I 
left th at night 
for ^Madison 
and 
did not hear from the receivers until 
Saturday, when I received a message 
from Mr. Payne calling me to Milwau­ 
kee a t once. 
I came to Milwaukee, 
found Mr. Payne and Mr. Oakes, and 
we conferred in regard to the con­ 
dition of affairs on the road and 
I advised aoplying to the court for 
the 
injunction. 
I 
went 
to 
Mr. 
Miller’s office and I dictated some of 
the petition until the changes in the 
schedules were put in and I believe 
these were read. 
I remember I ob­ 
jected to one rule which refused the 
right of a man who was discharged for 
intoxication to appeal his case. 
When 
it came to the preparation of the 
p ra y er I dictated the greater part of it 
and a part of the order. 
When it came 
to the part which is objected to I called 
for 
the 
27th 
Federal 
Reporter 
and 
quoted 
the 
decision 
of 
Judge 
Pardee, 
and the 
order 
is 
almost 
the 
same 
language. 
After drawing the order Sunday after­ 
noon I1 went to Judge Jenkins’ room at 
9;30 the next morning and was ex­ 
plaining tile scope of the injunction to 
him. 
While doing so Mr. Payne and 
Mr. Miller came in w ith the petition 
and the order. 
I said to the judge 
th at there was nothing in the prayer 
to which objection could be taken ex­ 
cept the part which was objected to, 
and that, I said, was supported by au­ 
thority. He took it under advisement.” 
Mr. Stone asked w hat Mr. Spooner 
thought of congressional investiga­ 
tions of Federal judges, such as the 
present one, and Mr. Spooner replied: 
“ I think it would destroy the inde­ 
pendence of the judiciary. 
It would 
be establishing new courts of review. 
If a committee of congress has evi­ 
dence to make a prima facie case 
against a judge it is right for it to in­ 
vestigate him, but not to 
review a 
merely legal question.” 
Receiver Thomas F. Oakes and At­ 
torney W. J, Curtis were examined, 
but their testimony was unim portant. 
General Manager 
Kendrick 
was 
called and said he had information 
th a t there was an elem ent among the 
men which threatened a strike, bi^t 
th a t he had nothing from the men 
themselves on the subject 
It would 
not have been possible for the em­ 
ployes Jan. I to quit w ithout hindering 
the operation of the road. He obtained 
the injunction a t the time because he 
thought it was a good time to secure it. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Kendrick’s 
testimony, the committee having ne 
more witnesses to examine. Chairman 
Boatner announced an adjournment. 
The committee will leave for W ashing­ 
ton to-day. 
It will review the evi­ 
dence at its leisure.

Mason. 
Both candidates have head­ 
quarters a t the Grand Pacific. 
It was 10:30 o’clock when the cen­ 
tral committee w ent into executive 
session in parlor 45, at the same tim e 
republican editors were in conference 
in another room and the league of re­ 
publican clubs was in one of the par­ 
lors discussing the forthcom ing con­ 
vention. 
All members of the state 
central committee were reported to be 
present. 
At 12:10 o’clock the love feast w as 
called to order by Chairman Jam es H. 
Clark, who said the meeting had been 
called to counsel together for the beat 
interests of the party. 
He then an­ 
nounced the program of speakers and 
introduced Senator Cullom. 
The sen­ 
ator was loudly cheered when he arose 
to make his address. 
Ex-Gov. Joseph W. Fifer was the 
next speaker and he was applauded to 
the echo. 
He made way for the other 
speakers, W. E. Mason being the one 
the crowd most wanted to hear. 
It was decided by the com m ittes 
th a t the republicans should hold th eir 
convention at Springfield on the 2oth 
day of July.

Sheriff Bear served a w rit of man­ 
damus from Judge B ennett on Mayor 
Burdge and the members of the Beloit 
city school board directing the school 
board to adm it t^e children of E. J. 
Adams to the public schools w ithout a 
certificate of vaccination, as required 
by p. recent order of the city health 
board.

ardent 
Christian Scientist and claims th a t the 
order for vaccination is a direct inter­ 
ference w ith his religious liberties as 
a citizen for Christian Scientists do 
not recognize such a thing as disease 
or the needs of the protective measure 
of vaccination, and cannot submit 
themselves to vaccination

sacrificing religious principles, con­ 
trary to the constitution of the Uni­ 
ted States which permits every man 
to worship according to his own de­ 
sire.

while Mrs. Lease has 
been traveling about the country de­ 
livering lectures, 
m aking 
political 
speeches and acting as a m em ber of 
the State board of charities. 
A bout a year ago Mrs. Lease became 
interested in th e subject of hypnotism . 
She m ade a study of th e science, her 
am bition being to acquire hypnotic 
power. 
W ith this object in view she 
engaged th e services of a professor who 
has been giving exhibitions through 
state. 
He pronounced her a good sub­ 
ject, and claim s to have developed un­ 
usual hypnotic pow er in his pupil. 
Mrs. 
Lease dislikes to talk of her 
hypnotic powers, b u t adm its th a t she 
has given the subject of hypnotism 
m uch study and thought. 
People in K ansas have ceased to 
w onder a t anything Mrs. Lease says or 
does. 
Her political career has been a 
series of sensations. 
She is constantly 
in search of som ething to do or say 
th a t w ill a ttra c t atten tio n to her. She 
first came into prom inence in the cam­ 
paign of I SOO, w hen her speeches, preg­ 
nant. w ith b itte r invective and sarcasm, 
caused m any to com pare her m ethods 
w ith those of Senator Ingalls whom 
she took g reat satisfaction in abusing. 
H er success as a speaker consisted 
m ore in arousing th e enthusiasm of 
her p artisan s th an in m aking converts. 
Up to and including th e cam paign of 
1892 she w as the idol of her party, and 
w as called by people’s p arty papers 
th e m odern Jo an of Arc. 
H er in­ 
fluence in p arty councils w as g reater 
th a n th a t of any other h alf dozen 
persons. 
Few m en leaders had the tem erity 
to cross h er path, and her wishes 
alw ays com m anded respect, a t least 
in her presence, for no ooe wished to 
invite th e sting of her sharp tongue by 
opposing. 
A few tried it w hile she 
was in the h eig h t of her popularity 
w ith disastrous results. 
H er success 
turned her head, and she began to use 
her pow er in such a. bold m anner th a t 
friends deserted 
her 
and 
enemies 
sprang up on all sides, determ ined to 
crush her. 
Gov. Lew elling opened the b attle 
by attem pting to remove her from the 
state board of charities, to which he 
had appointed her. 
She fought back, 
appealed to the Suprem e court and 
came out of the fray victorious. 
Mrs. Lease delights to ta lk of her­ 
self aud her achievem ents. 
She says 
that, if she w ere a m an she would easily 
be the acknow ledged intellectual g iant 
of the people's party. In an interview , 
in speaking of her oratorical ability, 
she said: *T believe I owe w hatever 
power I have in this line to my pa- 
ental influence. 
“My father was an Irish exile. 
He 
was banished from Ireland and lie fled 
to America, with a price set upon his 
head and his property confiscated to 
the English crown 
I w as the first! 
child hoi n from my exiled parents in 
America. 
My^ earliest recollections 
are tilled w ith a struggle aga inst every 
form of injustice th a t cam e in my little 
^ world. 
I was liberally educated and 
finished a t A llegheny university, and 
w hen 15 years of age left school. 
The 
Door wages pail} w om ej aroused me. 


and w hen I began teaching, scarcely 
more th an a child, I rebelled against 
this and started a m ovem ent in n o rth ­ 
ern Pennsylvania and southern New 
York for better wages 
for women 
teachers. 
“H earing th a t women w ere paid 
b etter in the west, I came to Neosho 
county, Kau., w hen I w as IT years old, 
and ta u g h t a t Osage Mission, w here I 
m et Mr. Lease and afterw ard m arried 
him. 
A few years la te r Mr. Lease got 
an idea th a t we w ould do b etter on a 
farm , so we moved aw ay o ut w est to 
K ingm an county and took up a claim. 
I lived in the very m idst of th e desert. 
It was solitary and desolate, and there 
w as no society b u t our children and no 
com panions b u t our lonely thoughts. 
II w as an aw ful life, dreary, monoton- 
nous, hard, bleak and u n in s p irin g .” 
On the question of religion Mrs. 
Lease expressed herself as follows: “ I 
th in k my religion is as broad as my po­ 
litical creed, for they are one and tho 
same. 
I w as reared in the Roman 
Catholic church and I have a t various 
tim es w orshiped a t other altars, b u t I 
am only a m em ber of the great big 
church—the church w ithout catechism , 
the church w ith no creed. I h ate m an­ 
made belief and priest-m ade o rth o ­ 
doxy. 
I take the serm on on the m ount 
and the golden rule and believe in 
them , th a t they are sufficient—suffi­ 
cient un to salvation.”
